Ohio, Indiana and Massachusetts, 
together with a group of states in i 
south aud west, are regurded as piv- 
otal by republican leaders, who also 
attach much importance to the lineup. 
When convention balloting begins, ot! 
the huge uninstructed delegations from 
New York aud VPeunsylvania. | 

From thewdemocratic standpoint, the 
Muay 1 primaries in California will 
afford the first out-and-out test ot 
the vote-getNng ability of Smith, Reed 
and Walsh. The three contenders, 
who were entered in the recent Wis- 


consin primaries but not on the same 
basis, also will fight it out in the Ure- 
gon primaries May 18. 

Two state—Illinois and Nebraska— 
will hold primaries ‘luesday, und then 
there will be a two weeks lapse be- 
fore the voting in Ohio, Massachusetts 
and VPennsylvnaaia. The Indiana 
primaries, where Hoover is pitted 
agaiust Senator Watson; are on May 38. 

Only district delegates will be se- 
lected Tuesday in IMinois, where bomb: 
and bullets, brought into play mostly 
as a result of hatreds over local po- 
litical issues, have given the enam- 
paign a touch of ‘actual warfare. Fifty 
delegates to euch convention will be 
named, with eleven republican dele- 
gates at large and eight demo¢rats, 
representing the entire state, to be 
selected at. eonventiéns dater.

Hoover. who is vut ahead in the 
number of delegates actually landed 
to date, is maki g no direct bid for 
illinois delega‘*s, Managers o.

Washington, April 8.—(/)— With 
prospects of a legal skirmish to de- 
termine the meth.d of selecting a 
jury, Harry F. Sinclair, wealthy oil 
operator, will go on trial for the sec- 
ond time tomorrow in the District of 
Columbia supreme court on a charge 
of conspiring to defraud the govern- 
ment in the Teapot Dome oil lease. 

The opening controversy will be 
over whether the court shall follow 
a rule adopted last January of ques- 
tioning the veniremen or whether 
counsel will be permitted to do the 


questioning. 

Justice Jennings Bailey, who will 
preside, was expected 0 follow tlre 
rule recently adopted and use the 
Texas plan of selecting ‘the jury mem- 
bers by questioning them himselt. 
Under this rule any question which 
counsel for either side wishes to put 
must .be asked through the court. 

The defense will oppose this meth- 
od, George P. Hoover, counsel for 
Sinclair, said today, and will insist 
upon questioning the vyeniremen. Lf, 
however, Justice Bailey rules against 
the defense, an exception will be 
noted and the work of choosing the 
twelve who will decide Sinclair s fate 
wil: go ahead under the courts 
wishes. 

Chief Question in Case.

tion have indicated that the chief

FLEVATED TRAINS 
PRASH IN COTHAM 
KILLING TWO MEN 


Three of Injured Expect- 
ed To Die—Motorman 
Crushed as He Sticks to 
Throttle. 


New York, April 8.—(United 
News.)—Two men were killed and 16 
persons, four of them women, injured 
when a train of the Brooklyn Manhat-; 
tan Transit lines crashed into a stall- 
ed train ahead of it at the Rockaway 
boulevard station at ~Woodhaven, 
Queens. Three of the injured were 
not expected to survive. 


The accident occurred on elevated 
tracks high above the street in the 
darkness of early morning. Most of 
the 50 passengers on the moving train 
were night workers returning to sub- 
urban homes from Manhattan. 

The first car of the moving train 
and the rear car of a string of three 
halted at the station by mechanical 
trouble were telescoped. ang a rain of 
glass, wood and metal showered .upon 
the street below. 

Joe Curtin, 60, of Brooklyn, motor- 
man of the moving train, stuck at his 
post, vainly trying to apply the 
brakes. His body was crushed and he 
died instantly. 

Harry Smith, of Ozone Park, 
Queens, A. B. M. T. employee off 
duty, was thrown onto the tracks and 
came in contact with the third rail. 
Detective James Cox, a passerby on 
the street, made his way to Smith 
and was seriously burned about the 
hands pulling his body from the pawer 
rail. Smith died balf an hour after 
the wreck. Only the conductor, Christ- 
sen, was aboard the three stalled cars. 
They had been cutoff. from a_ train 
immediately ahead of Motorman Cur- 
tin’s. Christsen stood on the rear 
platform of the stalled train and 


‘waved a lantern, covered with a re 


cloth, in an. attempt to ward off the 
erash. He was seriously injured. 
Today's accident was the fourth on 
elevated lines within the past eight 
days. Early in the week a wooden 
elevated cansagas 
tan and anether_in Queens, beth fires 
being attributed te short circuits. Two 
elevated trains collided at the Atlan- 
tie avenue station in Brooklyn Sattr- 
day, injuring two persons.

Inasmuch as the first trial of Sin- 
clair—then tried with Fall—ended in 
a mistrial because of the shadowing 
of the jury by Burns detectives hired 
by Sinclair, it is expected that this 
jury will be locked up until a_ ver- 
dict is rendered. 

Sinclair has said he feels that the 
deposition given by Fall in El Paso 
recently, would aid him in his de- 
fense. The government has estimated 
that since Everhart has disclosed the 
source of the bonds Fall received that 
his testimony will shorten materially 
the time it will require the govern- 
ment to present its case. The pruse- 
cufors believe they will require not 
more than a week. The time neces- 
sary for the defense depends largely 
upon what government attack de- 
velops but counsel for Sinclair believe 
they can complete their evidence in 
three weeks.

Phoenix, Ariz., April 8.—(4?)—The 
golden sun of a new Easter peeped 
over the purple mysticism of Supersti- 
tion mountain today on a small group 
of exhausted Yaqui Indian dancers 
who ended their weird movement of 
“Dia di Gloria” and tottered off to 
their wikiups and hogans. 

The colorful spectacle, which reach- 
ed its climax just before dawn, was 
witnessed. by thousands 
and residents of Phoenix. Police, 
with double-barreled shotguns, stood 
guard by the throng of spectators as 
the dance neared its end. 

Again and again the dance steps 
were done, casting a fascination over 
the witnesses as well as the Indian 
performers. In the early hours of 
the morning the tempo of the music 
was changed, adding to the exhilara- 
tion. 

Rattlesnake rattles,

whirled im savage gyrations. 

Tom-toms beat a vibrant tattoo in 
a deep and solemn chant.

Eyes: Taped Shut. 

At his home today, under the eare 
of physicians and a police guard, he 
said: “This is as happy an Easter 
as anyone ever could wish for.” 

Gaynor. appeared on the verge of 
a nervous collapse as he told his 
dramutie story to the police. 

“I was driving home on Palm 
Sunday,’ he said. “Three men in an 


automobile crowded ute tothe curb,” 


entered my car and overpowering 
me, carried me away in their ma- 
chine. 

“They changed me to another car, 
and after a time taped my eyes shut 
and put a sack over my head.” 

“When found, his eyes still were 
taped shut and it was several minutes 
before he was able to see his res- 
cuers, 

Expected Assassination. 

“We drove for hours before I felt 
the car leave the pavement and slow 
down over muddy roads. When the 
wild ride ended, I was led into a 
building. The sack was removed and 
I’ was ordered to stand with my face 


against the wall. 

“For hours, it seemed, I _ stood 
tense, each moment expecting my 
captors would fire a bullet into my 
back. 

“Later, they let me sit and we talk- 
ed terms. They demanded $100,000 
ransom, but after much discussion 
compromised on $10,000. 

“I lost all sense of time. I didn’t 
know how long I had been held. 
Once in a while they’d give me a 
sandwich and a cup of coffee. Noth- 
ing else. 

“I made wild plans for escape, but 
each time [I moved semeone would 
swear at me and I realized it would 
be useless. I couldn't believe it when 
the police came.”’

Below Freezing Tempera- 

tures Stop Easter Pa- 
rades in Chicago, St.

Chicago, April S.—(#?)—Perfect 
weather for winter sports usurped the 
rights reserved for Eastertide today 
and found virtually the entire middle 
west wrapped in furs and flannels. 


From Charleston to Chattanooga and 
Denver t6 Duluth, thermometers reg- 
istered around the freezing point with 
frost reported in Tennessee and snow 
falling in the northern central states. 
However, by afternoon, the skies had 
cleared considerably and mostly it 
was the unseasonable cold whieh 
served as the reminder of days that 
used to be. 

Omaha and Council Bluffs and other 
Nebraska and Io a points were re- 
covering from the heavier touch of 
winter which played an encore through 
the district last week, but still were 
in the grip of the Easter wave. 

Neither had St. Paul nor Minne- 
apolis shaken off the ice grip, join- 
ing with Chicago and other cities in 
experiencing below freezing tempera- 
tures.

Holds Politicians’ Eyes

Washington, April 8.—Democratic 

politicians will keep their field glasses 
trained on the “good will, vacation” 
which Governor Alfred E. Smith be- 
gins this week in Asheville, N. C. 
Some of them fear and others hope 
that considerable political effect will 
result from this friendly visit into the 
strong-hold of anti-Smith entiment. 
Governor Smith #s not going into 


North Carolina as a politician chasing. 


presidential delegates, but as the ex- 
ecutive of a great state in search of 
a quiet, healthful place in which to 
recuperate from a hard legislative ses- 
sion. He has anounced that polities 
must be parked outside of the execu- 
tive domicile, 

sut this does not preclude his visit 
from having its political effect. 

First, the indjrect effect. North 


Carolina is one of the most wide-awake 
and progressive of southern states and 
is rapidly becoming industrialized. 
Chambers of commerce are as active 
in promotion of their respective com- 
munities as any in the middle west. 
Asheville is one of the most alert of 
these rapidly growing communities. 
Smith's visit will bring to Asheville 
and the state publicity worth thou- 
sands of dollars. 
Simmons Js Hostile. 

When to this selfish aspect is add- 
ed the inborn hospitality and generosi- 
ty of a southern community to stran- 
gers in its midst. It is readily seen 
that Smith has a reasonable prospect 
of winning muct friendship. And 
friendship is what he needs in the 
south more than delegates just now. 
If the right seeds are planted now the 
delegates will grow -aturally. 

Hot house forcing methods have 
been tried with not such encouraging 
results. . North Carolina leaders have 
been left cold by the avalanche of ar- 
gument as to Smith’s . vote-getting 
qualities. Senator Simmons, the domi- 
nating factor in the’ state organization, 
is as hostile to Smith as any democrat 
in the party. Josephus Daniels, Wil- 


}son’s secretary of navy, publisher of 


one of the most influential. newspa- 
pers in the state, and leaders of a 
tremendous personal following, is 
strongly oposed to the nomination of 
a wet candidate. ; 


His dry views go so deep that soon 
after he became secretary of the navy, 
long before federal prohibition, he 
made the American navy dry, being 
widely denounced by wet democrats as 
a “grape-juice admiral.” He was a 
follower of the late William Jennings 
Bryan, the ancient foe of Tammany. 
It was Bryan who brought Daniels 
into the Wilson cabinet. Together 
Simmons and Daniels are formidable 
obstacles to Smith in North Carolina. 

First Southern Vacation. 

Some of Smith’s friends in the state 
have planned political meetings coin- 
cident with Smith's visit tu Asheville. 
George Gordon Battle, now a New 
York lawyer and one of the New York 
delegates at large to the democratic 
national convention, will be back in 
the state of his birth within the next 
few days to address a pro-Smith meet- 
ing, according to reports from Raleigh. 

It is not likely that Smith will give 
any personal cooperation tu this ac- 
tivity but his mere presence in the 
state will add significance. 

The democratic state convention is 
to be held June 12, just two weeks 
before the national convention. What 
it will do will depend upon how the 
yeast works '1 the meantime. 

This is Smith’s first vacation in the 
south and whatever its effects are in 
North Carolina, they are likely to be 
felt to some extent outside in other 
southern states. : 

The Smith campaign for delegates 
is reaching the sautration point inso- 
far as strictly political activity can 
advance it. From now on it is more 
important that Smith break down per- 
sonal hostility and creat good-will. 
Demoeratic politicians who are hostile 
to Smith are, for the most part actu- 
ated by influences among their con- 
stituents. Most of them feel that 
Smith has the best chance of any 
democrat in a campaign so far as the 
north is concerned. Their fears rige 
from the hostility of southern voters. 
Many of them would be willing to vote 
for Smith at the conveation for rea- 
sons of expediency except that they 
would. fear to go back home to face 
their indignant constituents.

FLOODS REGEDE 
OVER ARKANSAS 


Stoppage of Rainfall 
Brings Gradual Lower- 
ing of Rivers; Motorists 
Marooned in Hotels. 


Little Rock, Ark., April 8.—(4)— 
Easter brought cold weather to Ar- 
kansas but no more rain to increase 
the danger of a serious flood which to- 
night gradually, was passing. 

Sent on a meteoric rise by heavy 
rains last week, the White river in 
its upper reaches tonighy continued the 
fall begun late yesterday aiter it had 
passed flood stages at several points. 
The White and smaller streams al- 


ready have overflowed bottom lands in 


some low sections. 

The Arkansas river whose rise was 
not so rapid as that of the White still 
was climbing but at no point was it 
expected to reach flood stage. : 

The question foremost in the minds 
of river men was whether the White 
would reach the Mississippi before the 
latter stream reached its crest. If 
the White's flood waters get to the 
Mississippi before the father streams 
own rise, the flood danger along the 
White will have passed, but if the 
Mississippi rise reaches the point 
where the White empties into it‘first, 
hackwater may cau.e damage along 
the smaller stream, river men say. 

Traffic has been. blockec at Cotter 
on the White river since yesterday 
because of suspension of a ferry and 
all hotels in the little town were fill- 
ed with motorists. 

The ferry at Batesville on the Little 
Rock-St. Louis highway also has been 
suspended because of ‘high water, but 
warning was sent out in advance so 
that few motorists are-stranded there. 
The White at Batesville today was 
falling. almost as rapidly as it rose.

BONGRESS ENTERS 
BUSIEST PERIOD 


Three Major Measures, 
Farm Relief, Flood Con- 
trol and Tax Cut, Come 
Up This Week. 


Washington, April 8.—()—Turn- 
ing into the home stretch of the ses- 
sion, congress still faces decisions on 
virtually all of the high points of its 
legislative calendar with a prospect 
for action during the week on farm 
relief and flood eontrol. 

Passage of the modified McNary- 
Haugen farm bill, with its contro- 
versial equalization fee, by the senate 
before the end of the week is confi- 
dently predicted by its sponsors. The 


Jones-Reid measure which won unani- 
mous support of the senate but which 
has created some alarm at the budget 
bureau, may be up for consideration 
in the house the latter part of the 
week. 

Meanwhile tax reduction, one of 
the high explosive political measures, 
wil: be set up as a target in the senate 
finance committee during the next few 
days with invitations issued to sharp 
shooters desiring a crack at the $200,- 
000,000 program advanced by Secre- 
tarv Mellon. 

The. legislative situation for once 
finds the senate well ahead of the 
house which usually has taken ad- 
vantage of its rules limiting debate to 
grind out the bills well in advance 
of the other body. But with dispo- 
sition during the week of farm relief. 
the senate will have sent to the house, 
in addition to that measure, the bills 
for flood control, development of the 
merchant marine and disposal of 
Muscle Shoals which still await action 
over there. 

However, the house has acted on 
tax reduction and the naval construc- 
tion program which still requires sen- 
ate consideration. With all of this 
legislation still on the fire, leaders 
nevertheless remain confident of an 
early adjournment, basing their hopes 
on the rapid strides made in disposal 
of the annual appropriation bills— 
the only legislation which congress 
must act on to keep the government 
in running order. 

Seven of the nine regular bills have 
heen passed bv both the senate and 
house, The eighth—navy supply meas- 
ure—will be brought up probably dur- 
ing the week in the senate.

One of the books of the week that 


I have read with more than passing 


interest, entertainment and pleasure 
‘is entitled “C. W. Long,” by Francis 
Long Taylor, of Athens. , 

It has just been. published by Paul 
B. Hoeber (Inc:), of New York, and 
the foreword is by Dr. Francis R. 
Packard. 

It is particularly timely at. this mo- 
ment on account of, the campaign for 


funds to build a monumént. to Dr. 


Crawford Bong, by reason of his great 
work in the introduction of anesthesia 
in the performance of surgical opera- 
tivus. 

Of course, Georgia knows Dr. Long, 
and appreciates his great work for 
humanity as no other state, anc one 
of its two figures in Statuary hall in 
Washington is that of this distin- 
guished man. 

And yet, because of dissention and 
controversy there has been a doubt in 
this country as to whether or not Dr. 
Crawford Long was the real diseov- 
erer of anesthetics. I can say, “Yes,” 
he was, and anybody who tries to take 
that distinction from him is only a 
ghoul trying to rob.a grave. 

This book (entitled “C. W. Long”) 
has been written with the aim of pre- 
senting an absolutely truthful account 
of the life and work of Dr. Crawford 
Long, and with the determination 
that if the writer discovered that in- 
advertently any error had been made, 
it would be corrected. 

It has been stated that Dr. Long 
was a charter member of the Georgia 
Medical association, known as the 
Georgia State Medical society, organ- 
ized March 20, 1849. That this was a 
reasonable supposition may be judged 
from the contents of a letter from 
the secretary of the body, Dr.’ Charles 
Quintard, dated January’ 4, 1850, 
which proves that Dr. Long was in 
perfect accord with the organization. 

Upon investigation the author finds 
that on the first meeting no formal 
business was transacted except the 
passing of a resolution that the lezis- 
lature be requested to pass a certain 
bill.. The writer also finds that Dr. 
Long joined this society at a meeting 
in Savannah, April 1853, and at that 
occasion read a paper om his discov- 
ery of sulphuric ether as an anes- 


thetic. 
The fact is, Dr. Long was modest 
and retiring. What he did was in 


the cause of humanity and not of per- 
sonal exploitation. _He never pushed 
his claims of discovery, While Mor- 
ton and Jackson were clamoring for 
pecuniary rewards and personal favors 
and fame, this modest Georgian pur- 
sued his daily avocations and only 
ventured to say what he had done 
without making any claim for recom- 
pense. 

Since his death his daughter, tery 
naturally, has labored unceasingly to 
place his just claims in their true 
light before the American public. 

As to Georgians, we know~ them, 
else his statue would not be in the 
“hall of fame” today. 

Georgians, who are true t6 the 
name and honor of their state will 
never forget Dr. Crawford W. Long!

1: There has been no movement by 
the people, either through petition, 
or by initiative under the charter, 
or by mass meetings, or Parent-leach- 
er meétings or Otherwise, for such a 
referendum to be held. ‘On the other 
hand, there has been an.insistent de- 
mand from the P.-T. A. organizations 
and civic organizations for the enlarge- 
ment of the present schools and to 
build two new junior high schools. | 

® That junior high schools are in 
common use all over the United States 
and are becoming more and more in 
use. They ate recommended by edu- 
cators and educational experts every- 
where. ‘They are found in numerous 
systems in Georgia and every year 
the number inereases. We have had 
them in Atlanta for five years and 
they have been eminently satisfactory. 
They were put in our ssstem at the 
suggestions of the educational engi- 
neers we employed five years ago at 
the time of the other bond issue, who 
were among the. mest eminent educa- 
tors in the United States.

Most of the difficulty in handling a 
close lie is on the mental side. But 
as most of the difficulty in olf is 
on the mental side, there is nothing 
new in this statement. One must be 
careful in taking the slighter risk, in 
playing the more lofted club and in 
letting that club do its own lifting. 
The two faults to watch are dipping 
the right shoulder and lifting the club 
head with the hands and wrists, in 
place of letting it take its natura] 
course, without any sort of lifting ef- 
fort. 

But, above all, there must be a sup- 
pression of fear or despair in the soul 
as one peers at the close contact be- 
tween ball and ground and the system 
begins tying itself into knots.

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MANY HAVE WON RENOWN BY ONE SPEECH _ :: 


Place in Spotlight of Fame 


BY WILLIAM O. KEY, 
Contest Editor. 


_Editor’s Note—For the purpose of 
' diding to the fullest extent the high 
school students in Georgia entered 
\ in the Fifth National Oratorical con- 
test, being sponsored in this terri- 
tory by The Atlanta Constitution, 
the contest department will publish, 
from time to time, articles bearing 
on the technique of various re- 
nowned orators. The first, present- 
ed below, has to do with perhaps 
the greatest of all the “original 
American” type—the Indian chief, 
Logan. 


Those. Georgia boys and girls who 
are preparing now for the newspa- 
per finals in the fifth national ora- 
torical contest which will be -held in 
Atlanta April 27 and which will de- 
cide who among the various district 
champions in the state shall go to 
Raleigh, N. C., for the national semi- 
finals and later to Washington, pos- 
sibly, for the national finals in May, 
should bear in mind that the gold 
awards and the free tour of Europe 
are not the only possibilities of re- 
ward for their efforts. 

Of far greater potential value to 
the winner ef the national semi-finals 
and the national! finals is the publicity 
attendant upon his victory; and the 
chance that his declamation upon the 
subject of the United States consti- 
tution may be recognized by posterity 
and that his name be recalled among 
the worthy orators of the present era 

In many instances it was thus that 
men, in different times, hate won 
oratorical fame. The present oppor- 
tunity before the high school student 
18 not one merely of chance. ‘The na- 
tional oratorical contest was inaug- 
urated for a special purpose. That 
purpose, in three phases, is as fol- 
lows : 

First, to increase interest in and 
respect for the basic principles of 
government as set forth by the con- 
stitution; second, to promote a_ bet- 
ter understanding between nations, 
and third, to stimulate scholastic en- 
thusiasm for intellectual pursuits. 

Conceived at the time it was, the 
contest, intentionally or otherwise, 
constitutes a serious counteraction 
avainst the tendency on the part of 
numerous radical personages and or- 
ganizations to assni] the value or the 
righteousness of the constitution of 
the United States. 

Road to Fame. 


Thus it will be seen that tbe stu- 
dent who participates in the contest 
and who is successful enough to at- 
tain to the national semi-finals or 
finals, does so much toward thwart- 
ing the purpose of the anti-constitu- 
tionalists. And inasmuch as all 
oratory is based on a_ foundation 
either laudatory, defensive, exhorta- 
tive or excoriative of a given subject, 
the student in this contest has it in 
his power to pave the way to ora- 
torical fame. 

Many orators of long-lived fame 
have sprung from single occasions. 
This is true of nearly all nations. And 
notwithstanding that oratory is an art 
in itself, it is the consensus of his- 
torians that it was, generally speak- 
ing. a lost art from the death of Cicero 
to the rise of Patrick Henry—though 
there were several eminent orators 
during the intervening period, but at 
Widely-separated intervals. 

Even the American Indians had 
their orators; and the embryonic de- 
claimer of the modern era would do 
well to turn to some of them for a 
lesson in the quiet, simple forceful- 
ness of their delivery. Nowhere is to 
be found more dramatic power than in 
the grim, embittered and _ pathetic 
speech of Tah-Gah-Jute Logan, tribal 
chieftain, who delivered the following 
superb utterance in the year 1774, on 
the murder of his family: 

“IT appeal to any white man to 

/ say if ever he entered Logan's 
cabin hungry, and he gave him 
not meat; if ever he came cold 
and naked, and he clothed him 
not. During the course of the 
last long and bloody war Logan 
remained idle in his camp, an 
advocate of peace. Such was my 
love for the whites that my coun- 
trymen pointed as I passed and 
said: ‘Logan is the friend of the 
white man.’ 

“] had often thought to have 
lived with you, but for the in- 
juries of one man. Colonial Cre- 
sap. the last Spring, in cold blood, 
and unprovoked, murdered all the 
relations of Logan, not even spar- 
ing my women and children. 

“There runs not a drop of my 
blood in the veins of any living 
creature. This called on me for 

‘revenge. I have sought it. I 

have killed many. I have fully 

glutted my vengeance. For my 
country, I rejoice at the promise 

of peace; but do not harbor a 

thought that mine is a joy of 

fear. Logan never felt fear. He 
will not turn on his heel to save 
his life. Who is there to mourn 
for Logan? Not one.” 

Utmost Simplicity. 

That is the simple talk of the In- 
dian, Logan. It was a talk not of 
a national institution, but of a per- 
sonal motive for a bloody vengeance ; 
and yet it has been preserved through 
centuries—a striking example of the 
possibility of permanence to the decla- 
mations of entrants in the oratorical 
contest who will speak on the con- 
stitution of their country. 

When the entrant goes over the 
words of Logan, he should be given 
the benefit of the advice of one of the 
judges in the contest in New York 
last year. 

That judge, speaking of a contest- 
ant whom he designated as “Speaker 
A.” made the following notation: 
“Vibrating: superlatives: stow in get- 
ting to subject—no proof.” He rated 
that speaker. -incidentally, at a _ per- 
centage of 55, as against S85 for 
“Speaker B,” of whom he noted: 
“Well written: logical order: origin 
will stated: definition of values. Puts 
it over, not merely declaims.” 

Therefore it is thonght that the 
plain-spoken Logan may be extremely 
valuable to those students in Geor- 
gia building up their speeches—notice- 
ably his breAity, his ordinary words, 
so placed that color and emotion sway 
through them. In a few phrases, the 
Indian dramatically told of his love 
for the white men; of his secret wish, 
previously unrevealed, to some day 
live among them; of the cruel mas- 
sacre of his people—“not even spar- 
ing my women and children.” 

Perhaps the most moving sentence 
in his declamation is the simplest 
one: “There runs not a drop of my

TO STATE GROWERS 


Georgia’s asparagfis crop in south | 


Georgia, which is expected to move 
during the present month, is expectéd 
to exceed that of last year by at least 
50 per cent, according to reports re- 
ceived in Atlanta by the agricultural 
department of the Atlanta, i-irming- 
ham and Const. railroad. Last year 
the crop brought growers approximate- 
ly a half million dollars. 

In 1927 there were 4,000 acres culti- 
vated in Georgia and the vield was 
188.000 crates, weighing 24 pounds 
each, The crop was sold for $451.000. 

Grady county has come to the front 
as a producer and shipper of collards, 
a succulent vegetable, niore or less 
akin to the eabbage plant. Records 
of shipments during the last three 
weeks from Cairg show that 100.000 
pounds have gone to various markets 
of the southeast. 

Girady county normally has a large 
acreage planted in collards, but usual- 
‘ly they are allowed to produce seed. 
since practically all the nation’s sup- 
ply of collard seed is produced there. 

The first carload of lettuee from 
the Hiamilton plantation at St. Simon 
Island, property of Eugene Lewis, of 
Detroit, Mich. has been shipped to 
eastern markets, A., B. and C. agents 
said. ‘About 75 carloads of lettuce 
will be shipped during the season, re- 
ports state. “Rieh in JTodine” is the 
label that will appear on all crates of 
vegetables going from this plantation.
